MARTINEZ, Dec. 27.—Possibility |

1923, is seen in the rising price of 
the red metal, which 1s now at 15. 
cents per pound, the first time in | 


seventeen months that it has touch- | 
ed that figure. 


“Naturally, we are watching the 
advancing price with gerat interest,” 
T. B. Swift, superintendent of the, 
Mountain Copper Company’s plant 
here, declared today. ‘With a little 
more improvement in the price and 
assurance of its stability it is likely 
that operations will be resumed.” 


When the stheiter was started in 
July, 1923, after being shut ‘down 
since immediately following the war, 
copper was at 17 cents. At the shut 
cown in December copper had drop- 
ped to 12 cents. 


“Copper at 17 ‘cents would place 
the metal on a pat with the prices of 


anywhere from 25 to 75 cents high- 
er than per war prices. Copper at, 
17 cents would be about 25 percent | 
higher than the pre war rate.”

Crockett Sugar 
Firm Makes Huge 
Profit in Year 


According to figures just made| 
public, the big Crockett refinery 
the California and Hawaiian sh 
| Refining Corporation has made a net 
profit of approximately $1,500,000 on 
the 1924 sugar crop. 

This profit represents what the 
plantations actually received for their 
1924 output, over and above the 
sum they would have received had} 
they sold the crop as raw sugar in. 
the open market. 

The total payments placed to the 
credit of the member plantations 
forming the “Crockett Pool’ by the 
California and Hawaiian Sugar Re- 
fining Corporation were  gpproxi- 
mately $112 per ton, which was about 
$8 less than the average New York 
price for raw sugar during the 12 
months from November, 1923, to Oc- 
tober, 1924. 

It is interesting to note that the 
cost of getting the cyop to New| 
York, added to the $5 per ton dif- | 
ferential which that market always| 
charged against Hawaiian raws, 
would have taken just $1,500,000 out 
of the common pocket of the island 
planters. 

The Crockett refinery, after set- 
tin@ aside reserves for depreciation) 
and depletion, and paying all char-| 
ges for refining, shipping and mar- 
keting, as well as providing for sink- 
ing fund, bond interest and dividend, 
saved the planters that amount. 

In addition to the raw shipped to 
Crockett, about fifteen percent of 
the Hawaiian crop was shipped to 
San Francisco and refined there.
